Located  in  the  eastern  part  of  historic  Lexington,  only  ten  miles  from  Boston, 
access  to  our  gardens  is  easy  from  all  parts  of  the  Metropolitan  District.  Lrequent 
trains  from  North  Station,  and  electric  cars  by  way  of  Harvard  Square  and  Arling- 
ton Heights,  stop  at  Munroe  Station,  which  is  at  our  very  door.  Good  automobile 
roads  lead  from  all  directions.  In  July,  August,  and 
September  our  fields  are  masses  of  rich  color;  visi- 
tors are  welcomed,  and  are  invited  to  inspect  our 
grounds  and  equipment. 


CULTURAL  DIRECTIONS 

Gladiolus  bulbs  can  be  planted  at  any  time  after  tlie  frost  is 
out  of  fhe  ground,  say  from  the  middle  of  April,  in  this  latitude, 
to  the  first  of  July.  A few  varieties  will  bloom  in  seventy-five 
to  eighty  days  from  date  of  planting,  but  most  sorts  rec|uire  about 
ninety  days. 

Any  rich  garden  soil  will  be  found  suitable,  soil  tha(  will  grow 
corn  or  potatoes  giving  good  success;  but  if  the  soil  is  not  fertile 
it  may  be  enriched  with  any  complete  fertilizer.  Barn  manure  is 
good,  but  must  be  spaded  under  the  Fall  before.  Any  good 
potato  phosphate  will  be  found  serviceable,  altho  |>robably  the 
very  best  fertilizer  for  the  average  soil  is  a mixture  of  hardwood 
ashes  and  ground  bone.  Some  gardeners  use  sheep-manure 
exclusively  for  these  bulbs.  Mi.x  the  fertilizer  thoroughly  with 
the  soil  before  setting  the  bulbs.  Plant  the  bulbs  about  five  or 
six  inches  deep  and  three  or  four  inches  apart. 

For  top  dressing,  after  the  plants  are  above  the  ground,  sheep 
manure  or  hardwood  ashes  and  ground  bone  are  effective.  When 
buds  begin  to  show  color  an  application  of  liquid  manure  about 
once  a week  improves  the  bloom.  The  plants  require  plenty  of 
water  and  of  sunshine.  It  is  a mistake  to  plant  them  in  front  of 
large  shrubs  that  will  shade  them  from  the  sun.  The  taller 
varieties  and  those  with  slender  stems  need  staking  when 
approaching  maturity,  to  prevent  their  being  blown  down  by 
the  wind. 

In  the  autumn,  when  their  leaves  turn  brown,  the  bulbs  should 
be  lifted,  and  their  tops  cut  within  a half-inch  of  the  bulb.  After 
being  thoroughly  dried  they  should  be  stored  in  a cool  place 
■where  frost  will  not  reach  them.  A vegetable  cellar  suits  them 
admirably.
